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INTRODUCTION. 

In  compiling  and  preparing  this  record  of  deaths  for  the 
town  of  Ludlow,  I  have  met  with  many  difficulties,  as  the  early 
records  of  the  town  were  not  kept  very  systematically.  The 
list  has  been  prepared  as  correctly  as  possible  under  the  circum- 
stances, but  it  is  not  claimed  to  be  correct  in  all  details,  only 
approximately  so.  In  the  early  history  of  the  town,  it  is  proba- 
ble that  many  deaths  occurred  that  were  not  entered  on  any 
record  except  the  eternal,  and  many  of  their  graves  were 
without  markers,  to  give  any  information  as  to  who  they  were. 

The  death  roll  of  this  town  for  the  past  hundred  years  has 
been  large.  Many  of  those  whose  names  are  enrolled  in  this 
little  book,  gave  of  the  strength  of  their  hearts,  hands  and 
pecuniary  means,  to  build  up  the  town  to  the  condition  of 
prosperity  which  we  enjoy  at  the  present  day.  They  have 
passed  on  to  recieve  the  final  reward  of  their  labors,  while  we 
reap  what  they  sowed,  and  sow  for  future  generations. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  aided  in  preparing  this  work 
by  giving  information,  and  hope  that,  the  record  may  be  of 
lasting  interest  and  benefit  to  the  town.  II.  S.  W.

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REMARKS. 

In  this  list  of  deaths,  we  find  that  from  1790  to  1850,  there 
were  746  deaths  at  an  average  age  of  27  years,  3  months,  20 
days.  But  as  there  were  95  out  of  the  745  whose  ages  were  not 
recorded,  mostly  infants,  this  would  vary  the  average  sorne- 

From  1850  to  1901,  there  were  1868  deaths  at  an  average  of 
4 1  years,  10  months,  16  days,  with  the  names  of  48  with  ages 
unrecorded,  mostly  infants,  again  slightly  diminishing  the 
raJ  average.  We  often  hear  it  said  that  in  old  times 
people  lived  to  a  greater  age  than  they  do  in  this  age  of  more 
Luxurious  living  both  in  food  and  manner  of  dress,  but  the  re- 
cords of  this  town  show  the  contrary. 

We  have  been  able  to  trace  out  2,613  deaths,  but  the  early 
records  of  the  town  are  so  misleading  that  there  were  probably 
many  that  escaped  the  search.  But  to  prove  the  average 
Length  of  life,  we  find  that  there  were  but  219  from  the  total 
Dumber,  who  reached  the  age  of  80  years,  and  29  who  lived 
to  be  90  years  of  age.  Only  one  reached  the  century  line, 
Thomas  Boyle,  who  attained  the  great  age  108  years,  5  months 
and  28  days.  Teresa  Duffney  lived  to  be  99  years  and  10  months 
Old.  [n  the  list  of  those  who  reached  the  age  of  90  years,  seven 
"in  <>f  every  ten  were  women. 

Krom  1790  to  1850,  out  of  a  total  of  745,  48  reached  the  age 
of  80  years,  an  average  of  about  one  in  fifteen,  and  3  reached 
tli-'  aire  of  90  years,  one  in  248.
